. NORTH CHINA. 

At Canterbury, on the Feast of the 
Circumcision, thu Archbishop of Canter. 
bury consevruted the Rev. Franeis Lusli- 
ington Norris, 1).7)., a8 the third Bishop 
fer North Chita, and the Woeneruble Ed- 
ward Dumett Shaw, M.A., the Archdca- 
con of Buckingham, oa Bishop-Suffragan 
of Buckingham). Tho co-conwernton were 

the Bishops of Si Albans, Oxford, 
Gloucester, Dover, Athabugen, Stafford, 
Corfe, ond Knight. Tho linking of Can- 
terbury aad China-in this instance is 
exocalingly opportune, in view of tho 
fach that last yuor Dishop Scott, whe bus 
just resigned, as senior Bishop in China, 
., presided over the first aynod of the Ching 
Hun Shen Kung Nui, or  Chineso Holy 
Catholic Church," to which in dus time 
(ond in Ching things go very. rapidly 
now) will be devolved the right of choos- 
ing and consecrating its own Bishop. 
Alrewly Chinese Christians’ who aro ox. 
ercising no Littls ner unworthy influence 
‘upon Chinese politics, are evincing keen 
interest, in their own autonomy in rdii- 
gious matters, which the Archbishop has 
Deen in turn most ready to reognise. 
Although upon bim alone devolves the 
nctnil appointment, tho Archbishop ne 
ferred the nomination in’ the first place 
to tho bishops in China, and again the 
namo which tho bishops had unatimously 
propaed to te members, Chinesa dnd 
European, laity and dcrical, of tho North 
Chino Diecesan Conference, with the same 
result.
